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Letter from our Special Correspondent. 



GOVERNOR DOUGLAS AT ROCK CREEK. 



The steamer Wilson G. Hunt arrived Sat- 
urday noon from Fraser River. She brought 
125 passengers — about half of whom were 
Chinese. 

Ballou's Express reports 86,000 in dust; 
Jeffrey's Express, $13,000. The amount in 
private hands must have been very lartje ; 
and we think we are correct in stating that 
the total shipment reached at least 840,000. 

The new trail from Hope to Similkarneen 
is announced as open, and a pack train has 
left Fort Hope bound for Rock Creek. 

Governor Douglas and suite have arrived 
from the Forks of Thompson and Fraser 
Rivers, at the headwaters of the Similka- 
rneen. They are all well, and very much 
pleased with their trip. There is some talk 
of the Governor going through to the Dalles, 
Oregon, and thence down Columbia River lo 
Portland, whence he will take the mail- 
steamer to this port. Another account says 
he is expected at Fort Hope this week. 

Several men arrived from Quesnello and 
the Cariboo on the Hunt; but they bring 
nothing later than the news published in the 
Colonist some two weeks since. The en- 
couraging reports, however, are fully con- 
firmed by this arrival. 

Capt. JefTray, of the Express Co., informs 
us that the body of Wm. Smith, drowned at 
McCrea'a Bar, ten days ago, has drifted 
ashore at Fort Yale. It was considerably 
mutilated by coming in contact with the 
rooks in the " riflles." The body was buried 
by the authorities. 

The Fort Yaleites are now rejoicing in a 
bountiful supply of Heaven's choicest gift— 
puro water— brought in pipes from the creek 
above town. It is led by means of pipes 
through most of the houses, and the saloons 
are supplied with miniature fountains on 
thoir bars. The projector of these water- 
works is Geo. Houcho, who deserves much 
credit for his enterprise. 

Considerable improvements are going on 
at Fort Yale.

' ly out we camped at the foot ol Manson's 

mountain, having bad to wade serosa the 
Co-quo-alla Bivor, which feat was accom- 



plished without any accident beyond two 
loaves of bread coming to «rief in the stream. 
The trail at the foot of Manson's mountain 
commences to be very swampy and difficult 
to traverse, and the descent on the other 
side is just like rushing down an almost 
perpendicular gulch or mountain stieam. 
This, for a man with a load on his back, is 
rather a fatiguing operation, and we were 
not sorry when the shades of evening com- 
pelled us to rest from our labor. The next 
day (Sunday) was spent in the profitable 
occupation of climbing Deer mountain, one 
of the highest of the Cascade range, and 1 
can truly say that I never worked so hard rn 
the day of rest before. For eight miles be- 
tween Manson and Deer mountains, the 
road is nothing but one vast swamp, in which 
we often sank up to the knees. It reminded 
me strongly (being well read up in The Pil- 
grim's Progress) of the Slough of Despond; 
whilst a Cockney whom we met returning 
from the Similkarneen, was of an opinion 
tiiat it was like going to "'ell by a short 
route." Although not in n state of mind to 
admire the beauties of nature, the view from 
the top of Deer mountain struck me as being 
magnificently grand. A large portion of the 
Cascade range, with the usual pine tree ac- 
companiment, stretches forth on all sides, 
forming an almost impenetrable barrier to 
the fertile plains beyond. The next day our 
course ran through endless forests of burnt 
timber, and towards evening we were sur- 
prised by a thunder storm, and could not 
obtain any shelter. Our blankets and clothes 
were wet through, and we anticipated a 
pleasant night, w hen we fortunately came 
up with some Indiana who were snugly en- 
camped before a blazing fire. The next 
day we traversed Blackeye's Portage, and 
descended into the valley formed by the 
North Fork of the Similkarneen at Camp des 
Femmes. The Kamloops trail here turns 
off up the stream, whilst the trail to the 
Forks follows the opposite course. The dis- 
tance from iho latter place to Camp des 
Femmes is about eighteen miles. The val- 
ley of the North Fork has an average width 
of about one mile: the banks are thinly 
wooded, the trees being chiefly pine, cedar 
and cottonwood. There are no miners at 
work on this stream, though f have heard 
that good prospects have been taken from it. 
We stopped on this Fork one night, and the 
nevt day rfianh«il lha store at the junction 
of the two streams. 

LITTLE MINING OOINO O S — RETUBHIW a 
M INCRS. 

There are very few miners at work on the 
Similkarneen at present, as numbers have 
left, owing to the approach of winter. We 
met about sixty of them plodding their way- 
back to Hope. Many of 'lliem give a very 
bad account of the mines here and at Rock 
Creek. Whether their accounts are trot; oi 
not 1 cannot, as yet, say ; but I know some 
men are doing well on this river. 

TIIK SOUTH FORK. 

I intend starting to-morrow with an ex- 
perienced miner on a prospecting lour up 
the South Fork, which is the only part of 
the river where men are working. Then! 
are two sluicing companies at work there, 
and one party IS working ten miles up a 
small creek, which Hows into the river. 
They obtained a good prospect in several 
places and immediately set to work and 
turned the course of the creek, anil are now 
making sluices preparatory to going in at 
the pay dirt. There are not many rocker 
diggings to be found here, but it is the 
general opinion that nearly all the banks of 
the river will pay largely tn sluicing com- 
panies. 

0001) STRIKES. 

A man named Myers took out 120 dollars 
last week with a locker on the South Fork, 
and there arc also live or SIX mote claims 
there that pay Well working with B rneker. 
The gold is heavy scale gold and I have 
seen some beautiful specimens of it. A 
piece weighing nine dollars was found on 
the above Folk, a day or two ago. 

SLIM PROSPECT. 

S«n(. Uth, 18110.— Instead of going up the 
Souili Fork to-day, I was induced to try my 
hand at rocking 'on a claim adjoining the 
one where the celebrated Government pros- 
pect was taken hum. My partner and self 

rooked out 75 buckots in the morning, and 
only obtained about fifty cents The Gov- 
ernment prospectors' claim pays about live 
dollars a day to the hand. They are the 
only parties working on the main river, ex- 
cept some twenty <n thirty Frenchmen who 
are at the mouth, near Rich Bar. We after- 
wards rocked out So buckets on a bar lowei 
down and tool; out 2,". cents, On several 
other bars on the rivel we obtained a pros- 
peet of one: cent lo the pan. There are miles 
ot giouinl her.- which would pay huge 
wages to sluicing companies, and I expect 
a great deal will be done in Ibis line next 
spring. 

Illl. VAI.I,i:Y 01 llll. SI1MI.KAMKKN. 

I will now give you n short description of 
the Valley ol the Similkarneen, winch is j 
ooitainly by tar the pleasantest spot 1 have 

, in this country. There is a huge ex- 
tent of land siiitublu for farming purposes 
«,u both sides of the river, on llm banks ol 
which Hals and benches rise one alone the 

othei lor some distance. These me covered 

with bunch grass, and line pitch pine trees 
grow on them at tegular Intervals, as if Dame 
Niiluio had nothing to do with their umingn- 



ment. I noticed plenty of wild cherries 
along the river bank, and have no doubt that 
fruit of all kinds could be grown here to per- 
fection. There are plenty of large grouse 
here, and I am told that deer come down to 
the river in great numbers during the winter. 

TO FARMERS. 
Altogether, I cannot do otherwise than 
recommend thoso parties who may arrive at 
Victoria with the intention of farming in 
British Columbia, to come out to this dis- 
trict. Apart from the mines, which are sure 
to* occupy a large number of people, Fort 
Hope would bean available maiket for pro- 
duce. 

the " INJUNS." 
The Indians here are a great improvement 
on their brethren at Victoria. They are a 
fine race of men, and ride about a la ran- 
chero, with their rifles slung behind them. 
They have plenty of cattle and potatoes at 
the lower end of the river, anil one of them 
gave S30 to a white man for a horse the 
other day. If is, however, rather hard to 
communicate with them, as they are by no 
means an fait at the Chinook jargon. 

ARRIVAL FROM FORT ALEXANDER. 

Two men arrived here to-day from Fort 
Alexander in 12 days by the Kamloops trail. 
They report miners at work sluicing on a 
creek, which falls into the Thompson River 
near the Kamloops. 

EN ROUTE FOR THE SOUTH FORK. 

The two Canadian half-breeds whom I 
mentioned in my last as having struck rich 
diggings on the South Fork, also rode in this 
morning, accompanied by a man named 
.Marshall, whom they fetched from Fort 
Hope on purpose to inspect their claim. 

GOAL DISCOVERIES. 

I had almost forgotten to mention that 
coal has been found in large quantities near 
the South Fork. Specimens of it have been 
sent to Governor Douglas. 

n BATH. 

A Scotchman named Rankin was taken 
ill on the road here, and has died at Camp 
des Fernmes. 

PROVISIONS. 

Provisions are rather dear, as there is only 
one store in the place. Flour and Beans are 
25c. per lb.; Bacon, 50c. ; Collee 30c. ; Beet 
is very cheap — only 15c. per lb. 

I will write again when I return from the 
South Fork.

Vote by Ballet 

Yesterday, fortlie first time in this colony, 
we had an illustration of manhood suffrage 
and vote by ballot. To the Fire Depart- 
ment, therefore, is due the practical intro- 
duction of two of the most democratic prin- 
ciples of the age. Hitherto all elections 
were confined to citizens qualified either by 
the rental or ownership of real estate, who 
were bound to announce publicly for whom 
they voted. The consequence of both the 
latter restrictions has only beau an injury 
to the country. Had the general elections 
been held on the principle of allowing every 
male British subject of full age to vote by 
ballot, what a different complexion it would 
ere this have giveu to the Legislature. It is 
very certain a class of men very superior to 
those who have been returned would have 
been elected ; and the lamentable exhibition 
of thirteen men spending seven months in 
doingj what ought to have been completed

has been sadlv wanting. Had we had vote a week,

we would have avoided enliiely the petty 
enmities that have occurred. In our small 
community we cannot i flord to turn neigh- 
bor against neighbor. Political differences 
may be healthy and tend to purify the gov- 
ernment ; yet when evils associated with 
those differences can be avoided, it should 
be the duty of the Legislature to do it. 

Within a brief period we may expect a 
civic election. Every recurring year the 
civic machinery has to be wound up, and 
set agoint: for another year in the same way. 
The consequence, ihen, of viva voce voting, 
if adopted in thn charter, will only be luadd 
fuel to the ilame of discord that already ex- 
ists. Time scarcely sufficient will have 
elapied between the annual elections to allay 
thfe hostility growing out of party feeling, or 
support of party candidates, before the time 
returns again to fight the battle ovur. Many 
prudent men, rather than not vote accord- 
ing to their judgment, oj in opposition to 
their business connections, will not vote at 
all. In either rase til.')' would tie exposed 
lo morn or less annoyance. Thus instead of 
the government being a reflex of the majori- 
ty opinion, it may taku a di fie rent complex- 
ion, and parly feeling bo kept alive un- 
necessarily. We would therefore direct 
public Bltonlion lo secret voting— vole by 
half. I— as a menus to avoid the alleged tivils, 
particularly in town elections, as well as to 
■ecu re a belter representation of thn wishes 
of the people.

Suspicion OF Robueky. — Charles God- 
dard Buckner, formerly a policeman at 
Fort Yale, Eraser River, was arrested on 
Sunday morning by officer Welch, on sus- 
picion of having robbed a follow-lodgor at 
the Royal Hotel of an American S10 piece. 
The case was heard yesterday morning in 
the police court, and it came out in evidence 
that the accused arrived by the steamer 
Wilson G. Hunt on Saturday, from New 
Westminster, and took lodgings at the Royal 
Hotel. One of his friends, seeing him 
dressed very poorly, and supposing him to 
be badly off, went to the proprietor of the 
hotel and told him to credit him with supper 
on Saturday night, a bed, and breakfast in 
the morning, and he would pay for it. 
Buckner went to bed about nine o'clock, 
and J. Hogan, lodging in the house, came 
to bed in the same room about ten o'clock. 
In the morning, when he awoke, the young 
man missed a ten dollar piece from his vest 
pocket, and Mr. Wilcox meeting Buckner a 
short tirno after with a new pair ef boots on, 
had him arrested. The prisoner .was 
searched at the jail and $1 87k found on his 
person. A shoe dealer, from whom Buck- 
ner bought the boots, was called to the 
stand, and testified that Buckner paid him a 
sovereign. Buckner made a statement ; de- 
clared his innocence ; and said he had two 
sovereigns in his pocket when he went to 
bed, which he had brought down the river 
with him. Judge Pemberton committed 
him for trial before the Court of Sessions, 
on Wednesday. Buckner's character in 
British Columbia, we believe, has been ex- 
cellent ; and he is said to be most respecta- 
bly connected in England; nnd to have 
been a lieutenant in the British army at the 
Cape of Good Hope, where he was engaged 
in the Kaffir war, and severely wounded. 
He is also well-known in town, and it is 
hoped his former friends will come forward 
and procure him counsel, in order lhat if 
innocent of the charge it may be shown be- 
fore the Court of Sessions.

Mr. Waddington read extracts from the 
Shipping Act passed in 18">4, which reads 
that all lighthouses in England are subdivi- 
ded into local and general lights. The gen- 
eral lights are those which have been ap- 
proved bv act of parliament. The local 
lights are of two kinds: those which have 
been established at different points on the 
coast as a matter of public convenience, or 
private speculation, and those which have 
l.jen erected by corporations for the public 
bonefit. The light intended for McLaugh- 
lin's Point is one of the latter description. 
The hon. gentleman concluded by saying he 
believed the House had a right to erect the 
light and collect the duties ; but it may be 
neccssarv that we should have the sanction 
of the Iiumo Government first. 

Mr. Gary said the only opposition he 
would make to Ihu bill was that a suspen- 
sory clause was needed in order that the 
bill might go home to be approved by Her 
Majesty in council. He believed the bill 
is a good one and a light is highly neces- 
sary ; but when ttie Governor comes to sign 
it, he will ask me, us his legal adviser, if" 
t ie bill is properly drawn up; and I shall 
lave to reply that a suspensory clause is 
necessary. He will then, of course, decline 
to sign it, The hotl. gentleman concluded 
by asking Mr. Waddiugton to introduce a 
a clause to the effect that tho duties should 
not be collected until the consent of the 
crown is given. 

Mr. Waddington was willing to insert the
